AN IMPRESSIVE SIGHT. 


The Remarkable Demonstration Made Ev- 
ery Friday by the Jews In Jerusalem. 

The Jewish population in Jerusalem 
is said to be about 12,000, and it is 
steadily increasing. I entered two of the 
synagogues, but their dirtiness, poverty, 
and bareness, and the absence of beauty 
and taste in their decoration, formed a 
great contrast to both Christian and 
Mohammedan edifices. The Jews, how- 
ever, make one most remarkable dem- 
onstration in Jerusalem every week. On 
Friday evening, just before the begin- 
ning of the Jewish Sabbath, they repair 
in great numbers to a spot facing a 
piece of the old wall, and there bewail 
the fate that has overtaken the Holy 
City. The ‘‘wailers,’’ as they are some- 
what rudely called. by English visitors, 
include Jews of every class and every 
age. Some I saw wore rich and costly 
gaberdines, and others the same gar- 
ment of more common material. There 
were Jews of nearly every nationality, 
including Russia and Poland, and many 
of them wore the lovelock which is pe- 
culiar to the children of the tribe of 
Benjamin. 

A more impressive and pathetic sight 
it would be impossible to imagine. The 
whole company stand with their faces to 
the wall, and they chant, not together, 
but each one for himself or herself, a 
litany of lament over the fate of the 
City of David. The litany is in Hebrew, 
and every one present had with him the 
Hebrew prayer book. There is no unison 
or harmony in this recitation of sorrow 
and humiliation. Each one as he arrives 
begins to deliver his lamentation, bend- 
ing frequently to the wall, which he be- 
lieves to be a remnant of the old city. 
While the ‘‘wailing’’ is at its height, 
one hears a general, confused, but pene- 
trating note of woe. Of the intense siv- 
cerity of this weekly service there can 
“be no doubt. Many.of. those who take 
part in it are deeply moved. Some of 
the men and nearly all the women (for 
women also take part in it) were shed- 
ding tears. ‘The Turks, no doubt, view 
the performance with complacent scorn, 
but in its combination of patriotism and 
religion it affords a striking testimony 
of the vitality of the Jewish race.— 
Statesman.

The Shortening In System of Praning.- 


Thinning Out the Fruit. 

In an address before the Western New 
York Horticultural society Nelson G. 
Smith of Geneva said : 

The prevailing notion is that the 
peach requires no praning—the trees 
are allowed to grow and bear and die 
much in their own way. This is one of the 
principal causes of the short life of the 
peach. Werecommend what is known as 
the shortening in system of proning. We 
commence this operation in February 
or March. Thisconsists only of shorten- 
ing in—i. ¢., cutting off half the past 
season's growth over the whole ontside 
of the head of the tree, and also upon 
the inner branches. 

By reducing the young wood one half 
we at the same time reduce the coming 
crop. By so doing the remaining half, 
receiving all the sustenance of the tree, 
are of double thesize. The young shoots 
which start out from every part of the 
tree keep it well supplied with bearing 
wood for the coming season, while the 
greater luxuriance and size of the foli- 
age, a8 a result, produce larger and 
finer fruit. Thus, while we have less- 
ened the crop, we have also produced a 
better supply of fruit bearing shoots for 
the coming season. This course we fol- 
low from six to seven years, as after 
that we only head in a sufficient amount 
to produce a finely formed head. After 
that we look for the same to make less 
wood, as the crops of fruit retard the 
growth. 

Thinning out the young fruit is an 
important feature and one much neglect- 
ed. You all know that overloaded trees 
produce. small, inferior fruit, and still 
refuse to do your duty ‘‘by neglect.’’ In 
order to produce fine peaches you must 
thin them, so that none are more. than 
five or: six inches apart, as the fancy 
fruit brings in the best returns every 
time. People often say, ‘It costs too 
much to thin fruit.’? They forget that 
if allowed to remain they must be 
picked when ripe. This work can be 
done after the ‘‘June drop,’’ as we call 
it, when all damages of frost are over. 


The Umbrella Plant. 

Hundreds of people know and admire 
the umbrella plant who from the cata- 
logue could never replace a lost one un- 
less it were pictured. Says American 
Gardening: The common name is so 
apt that they never have found that the 
plant is Cyperus alternifolius. This is 
one of the good and cheap things that

every one may have, and that few wil) 
fail with, the latter doubtless because 
the plant is half aquatic, and there is 
little danger of keeping it wet enough 
to do it harm. Supplement these intrin- 
sic good qualities with the fact that its 
rare form adds to the beauty of any col- 
lection, and it becomes easy to recog- 
nize the fact that here isa plant hard 
to excel. 


When to Buy Trees. 

Here is what Farm, Field and Home 
has to say regarding a very important 
subject : 

We used to lay great stress upon the 
Procuring.of hardy trees .and shrubs for 
spring planting before the ground froze 
upin;the fall, and burying:or healing 
them in, and we still insist that they 
are better for being dug in the fall aft- 
er all growth has ceased, but before hard 

occur, And besides it is a good 
thing to have them ready at hand when 
the season for planting arrives. 

Our principal reason for this is that 
nearly all of our best nurserymen dig 
their stock for spring sales and delivery 
in the fall, and store for the winter in 
large, cool, frostproof cellars, built ex- 
Pressly for that purpose, and if they 
make prompt shipments in the spring 
the trees come to hand in splendid con- 
dition. We advise those who did not se- 
cure their trees in the fall to place their 
orders early tefore the hurrying season 
comes, and as far as possible get trees 
oa have been wintered in cellars.

Fine Butter Likely to Go at 


Full Rates. 
e Se 


Same Old Story on Cheese—Eggs Plenti- 
fal and Cheap—Poor demand For Gur- 
den Produce—Live Stock Markets, 

S| 


Bostoy, March 12.—The butter market 
maintains o fairly steady tone, but with 
increased supplies, and the prospect of 
still larger receipts during the week, buy- 
ers are disposed to be cautious. So far 
there is no surplus of strictly fine fresh 
stock, but other grades are not cleaning 
up as well as last week. 

At this time of year nobody wants to 
carry any stock, and when receivers find 
that supplies are accumulating, they 
naturally will ease off a little. Bata 
liberal consumption is kept up. and all 
the fine butter coming along this week is 
likely to be wanted at fall rates. 

Last week’s receipts, notwithstanding 
the freight blockade, were very nearly as 
large as the preceding week’s, aggregating 
640,008 pounds, against 651,704 pounds the 
week before, and 743,104 pounds for corre- 
sponding week last year. 

The stock in cold storage was reduced 
2874 tubs, and on Saturday stood at 15,731 
tubs, against 17,821 tubs. 

Choice old grades have nearly all been 
disposed of, and what remains is mainly 
of low and medium quality. In fact, the 
old stock has ceased to be a factor in the 
trade, and the home consumption must be 
supplied from the fresh receipts. 

For this renson our butter market must. 
be considered in a healthy condition, and 
if there are no radical changes in the west, 
prices here are likely to run alung ona 
fairly even basis. 

Cheese. 

It is pretty much the old story on 
cheese. Demand continues limited to ac- 
tual wants. and prices are steady. Best 
northern sells at 10 to 11 cents in lots as 
wanted, and fair to good at 8 to. 9 cents. 
Although the stock here is light and very 
little to come forward, there is no indica- 
tion of any change for the better. 

Holders of choice fall stock, however, 
are hoping for a chance to clean up at 
some advance, and as no good new cheese 
can be obtained for at least two months, 
there should be sume start before then. 
But the Liverpool market has weakened a 
little, and at present there is prospect of 
help from that quarter. 


Eges. 

Under advices from western shippers an 
attempt has been made to stiffén the egg 
market by holding back, but it has not 
been successful. 

Receipts continue liberal, and it seems 
useless to attempt to stem the tide. There 
is evidently a large production south 
and west, and, as nobody wants to store 
at present, the only alternative is to sell 
at the low prices and let the egys be con- 
sumed. 

Other Preduce, 

Marrow benns continue to be offered 
freely, and $1.20a bushel is a top price. 
Sales have been made to arrive at $1.18. 
Mediums are notas plentiful as pea, and 
prices are quoted at $1.25 to $1.30, but not 
much demand. Choice yellow eyes are 
quiet at $1.25 to $1.40, and red kidneys at 
$1.10 to $1.15. 

Potatoes are coming along as plentiful 
as-ever, and the market hag_ lost the 
slight gain made last week. For the best 
eastern hebrons 80 cents a bushel is a 
top price for car loads, and white stock 
rules at 25 to 28 cents. Receipts the past 
two days, 90 cars. 

The poultry market is rather slow, and 
frozen stock is very hard to sell. Choice 
fresh killed is plentiful for the wants of 
the trade. 

Choice apples are selling at some ad- 
vance, and the market is in a pretty good 
condition.

STEVENSON’S MODESTY. 


The Novelist’s Opinion of Himself as Ex- 
pressed In His Letters. 

There is one passage in Lovis Steven- 
son’s correspondence which it would 
have been a thousand pities to miss.

His most exacting 
critic can hardly have judged him more 
sternly than he judged himself. 

‘*For the nonce my skill deserts me, 
such as it is, or was. It was a very lit- 
tle dose of inspiration, and a pretty lit- 


“tle trick of style, long lost, improved 


by the most heroic industry. So far I 
have managed to please the journalists. 
But lam a fictitious article, and bave 
long known it. I am read by. journal- 
ists, by my fellow novelists, and by 
boye. With these, incipit et explicit my 
vogue. Good thing anyway, for it seems 
to have sold theedition. * * * I do not 
think it is possible to have fewer illu- 
sions than I. I sometimes wish I had 
more. They are amusing. But I cannot 
take myself seriously as an artist. The 
limitations are so obvious. ”* 

It is not often one finds a popular au- 
thor writing in such a strain—an av- 
thor, too, whom there seemed a geveral 
conspiracy among the reviewers to spoil 
What a contrast it is to the following 
extract from the touching epilogue add- 
ed to these letters by his editor and 
friend : 

‘The fragment on which he wrought 
during the last month of his life gives 
to my mind, as it did to his own, for 
the first time the full measure of his 
powers, and if in the literature of ro- 
mance there is to be found work more 
masterly, of more piercing human in- 
sight or more concentrated imaginative 
vision and beauty, Ido not know it.’’

New Deane 


Pump Earns a Premium for 
Superior Efficiency. 


The following report. of the superin- 


tendent of Andover waterworks in regard 
to the new pump just started will be of 
interest to many of our vitizens. It is 
one of the most complete and economical 
pumping engines ever constructed, and 
contains many improvements never before 
used in pump construction, 


SUPT. SMITH’S REPORT. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Acting under the terms of the contract 


between the town of Andover and the 


Deane Steam Pump Co. of Holy oke, Mass , 


dated Apr 22, 1805, I have attended 10 
the inspection and tests for capacity and 
duty vf the pumping machinery designed, 
cons'ructed, and put. in operation by the 
Deane Steam Pump Co., and beg leave to 
submit the following report: 


The engine is a vertical compound con 


densing tly wheel engine, with automatic 
cut off on the high pressure cylinder aud 
either automatic or vai iable cut off on the 


low pressure cylinder. Between the cyl 


inders is a receiver having a coil, of pipe 


through which live steam from the main 
steam pipe is cago circulating, in 
suring dry steam in the low pressure cyl 
inder. 

The steam cylirders are jacketed, both 
heads and bairels. The steam and ex- 


haust valves, which are of the Corliss type, 
are carried in the heads, reducing the 
clearance spaces toa minimum. The valve 
gear is driven from_one crank pin on the 
main sheft and sv arianged that one mo- 
tion of the starting ba: moves all of the 
valves of both cylinders 
are connected threugh cross heads on to 
each end of a working lever, which trans 


The piston rods 


mits the motiunp through the main con 


necting rod to a bent crank in the main 
shaft. 


The pumps, two in number, are vertical 
double acting plunger pumps with center 
packing. The packing ring, which is of 
composition, can be readily taken out and 
replaced without disturbing the pump 
cylinders. The pumps are placed in a pit 
below the engine, with the axes of the 
pumps in line with the axes of the steam 
cylinder, the plunger rods connecting di- 
rectly with the cross heads of the engine, 
thus formiug a cont nuous diect line 
through both steam cylinders and pumps. 
The air pump is an independent herizen 
tal single piston, doubleacting pump hav 
ing steam cylinder 5 1-2 inches in aiame- 
ter, water cylinder 7 inches in diameter 
aud 8 inch stroke. 

The feed pump, which was furnished 
by the contractors though not called for 
by the specifications, is a small duplex 
piston pump of the regular Deane pat- 
lern attached to a receiver, by which it is 
automatically governed. The action of the 
steam is as follows: The steam is first ad- 
mitted to the high pressure cylinder, the 
admission being automatically cut off by 
a fly ball governor. After doing work in 
the high pressure cylinder it ix exhausted 
to the receiver which has been described. 
From the receiver it is admiited to the 
low pressure cylinder, the point of cut off 
being governed either by the fly ball gov 
ernor or by hand adjustment. from the 
low pressure cylinder it is exhausted 
threugh a coil fed water heater to a jet 
condenser which is placed on top of the 
air pump. Theair pumpthen discharges 
it, tegether with the water used for con- 
densation, through the overflow. The 
steam which is used by the air pump may’ 
be taken either directly from the main 
steam pipe or from a separator placed be- 
low the jackets and receiving the jacket 
drainage. The exhaust fiom the air 
pump gves either to the feed water heat- 
er or to the receiver of the main engine 
The valves of the pumps all open upwards 
and the water being displaced’ by the 
plungeis passes upward through the 
valves to a large water chamber fiom 
which the discha: ge main leads. ‘ 

The Deane Steam Pump Co., at_con- 
siderable expense to them, have willirgl 
made any changes in the design sub nitte 
by them with their proposal, which the 
writer has suggested. They have fur 
nished everything that was called for by 
the specification-, and, in the opinion of 
the writer, have furnished a much better 
engine than the contract calledtor. They 
have exceeded their guaranteed duty and 
earned a premium of $97.50. They have, 
to the best of my knowledge, faithfully 
fulfilled their part of the contract, and I 
therefore recommend the acceptance of 
the machinery.

METHOD OF TEST. 


As the town furnished the boiler plant, 
coal could not very well be considered in 
figuring the duty. The contract therefme 
called fora duty of 125 million foot pounds 
per 1000 jounds of dry steam at 90 pounds 

ressure delivered from the boiler. All 

eat taken from the boiler to be charged 
to the engine and all heat which should be 
rejected by the envine and returned ‘to 
the builer be credited to the engine, ‘and 
as the plant is ordinarily run. with the 
main pumps feeding the boilers, it was 
specifically stated in the» pecifications that 
steam used by the ferd pump should be

To eliminate as fa: as poxsivle any error 
which might creep in and at the same 
time simplify the official trial, jt was de-. 
cided that drainage from the s«parator 
should be retuined directly to the boiler, 
and all steam delivered leyond the sep- 
erator should be considered dry and sat 
urated. It was also decided to run the 
boiler feed pump, and heat the bu] ling 
from‘a separsté boiler. Having so far sim- 
plitied the conduct of the test, ar ange- 
ments for the trial were made as follows; 
Boiler No. 1 was selected to be used in 
connection with the Deane'pump, and all 
connections between boilers No 1 and No. 
2 were either ascertained to be perfectly 
tight or b'anked off. Tanks were ar 
ranged, tbe first one connecting with the 
feed pump which sapien boiler No, 1 
Above this was placed a second tank rest- 
ing on a pair of piatform scales which 
were known to be correct. Into this tank 
water was drawn from an overhanging 
pipe.

In starting 
two observers noted the height of water 
in the boiler, two noted the level of water 
in the lower tank, and two read the rev- 
olution counter.

CONVENIENT SWILL BARROW. 


It Is Easily Made and Convenient to Use, 
The Expense Is Small. 

The biggest nuisance about the back 
door is the swill barrel. It is a breeder 
of disease and slovenliness. Why? 
Chiefly becanse it is stationary and hard 
to get away. If it were on wheels or 
fixed so that it might be easily moved, 
it never would get into such a state. 
But how put wheels on the swill barrel? 
A correspondent of Rural New Yorker 
bas fornished an illustrated description 
of how he did it. His description is 
bere reproduced : 

All that is needed is an old wheelbar- 
tow wheel, two sticks for handles, a

mackerel barrel and four short strips for 
branches, used as shown in cut 1. 

In the first cut is shown a man just 
starting for the orchard where the pigs 
are running, with a barrel of swill, and 
the second cut shows the pigs being fed. 
Any one studying the cuts can see how 
perfect the method is—so easily made 
and so handy to use. The expense is 
nearly nothing. The barre! photographed 
has been in use for several years and is 
still employed, going from the dairy- 
room with the skimmilk to the kitchen 
shed, where the swill tub is emptied in, 
and the barrelful is wheeled into the 
barn to the pigpen. In the summer, 
when the pigs are shut in the orchard,

the barre] stands near the kitchen door 
behind some shrubbery, and is wheeled 
off tothe pigs three times a day with 
their rationa. 


How Vermonters Clear Roads. 

Whittier has sung the joys of being 
snowbound, but a practical man writing 
from Vermont, where they have about 
as much snow as anywhere, tells Rural 
New Yorker how the Vermonters keep 
the road clear. 

When Whittier was a boy, yokes of 
oxen dragged a sled through the drifts, 
as you may read in ‘‘Snow Bound.’’ 
Now from one to three pairs of horses 
draw a roller over the roads. Different 
sections of country have different meth- 
ods, but in northern Vermont the roll- 
er is used without other tools, except 
thut drifts are shoveled out so that the 
horses can get through. The rollers are 
made of 2 inch plank, are in two sec- 
tions, each section being usually 5 
feet long, with a space of a foot between 
them. On the main roads rollers 10 or 
12 feet in diameter are used. They 
weigh a ton and a half. It may be 
imagined what a fine road they make. 
On the back und hilly roads smaller 
ones are used und answer the purpose 
well. Ido not know of any objection 
tothem. I think that everybody likes 
their work. Teams can turn out any- 
where without tronble, and in the spring 
‘Wagons can ‘go on the packed snow 
when it gets dirty and worn through in 
spots. I have seen a harrow used on a 
back road, but never in connection with 
a roller. 


Potate Scab and Soil Rot. 

It has been made to appear that oor- 
rosive sublimate is a preventive of scab. 
Professor Holdead of the New Jersey 
station Jast season made two experi- 
ments, one on the college farm and one 
in another county and on different soil. 
The result, stated briefly, was that flow- 
ers of sulphur proved to be the best 
remedy of all those tested, superior even 
to corrosive sublimate. Ona plot where 
the cut secd was simply rolled in su!- 
phur the scab was much reduced. Bet- 
ter results were obtained by the appli- 
cation in the drill of 150 to 800 pounds 
per acre. 

Soil rot is tosweet potato growers 
what scab is tothe growers of white po- 
tatoes. Here, too, the sulphur seems to 
be an effective remedy, applied broad- 
cast or in the hili. 


“Natural Plant Food.” 

Among the names applied to the raw 
phosphate mined in Florida are natural 
Plant food and soft phosphates. In some 
of these deposits the phosphate is in a 
softer or more soluble form than in fine 
ground South Carolina phosphate rock 
untreated with acid. These Florida 
phosphates vary widely in composition. 
All reputable dealers in these raw phos- 
phates guarantee the amvunt of phos- 
phoric acid or bone phosphate in the 
material they sell. In the absence of 
such guarantee American Agriculturist 
would hesitate to buy, fearing that an 
inferior article was being palmed off on 
the strength of the known quality of cer- 
tain brands or mines of reputed merit.

PEARLS FOUND IN SCOTIA. 


Qne From Aberdeenshire Said to Form 
One of the Queen’s Jewels. 

One is 60 much accustomed to associ- 
ate pearls with the eastern and gold 
with the southwestern countries of the 
world that the discovery of pearls in 
Scotland and gold in Wales seems some- 
what opposed to the order of things. 
That gold exists in Wales is of course 
quite a recent discovery, and the small 
and unprofitable quantities found have 
now resulted in the abandonment of the 
mining operations commenced by Rich- 
ard Morgan. 

But the pearls of Scotland have quite 
a different history. For centuries pearls 
have been found in the river Ythan, in 
Aberdeenshire, and only last year an 
Aberdeen man made some notable hauls, 
which he disposed of to jewelers of the 
northern towns. It was recently stated 
in a London paper that a pearl] taken 
from the river Ythan is believed to 
form one of the queen’s crown jewels. 
It is to be hoped that the belief is well 
founded, for in that case it may be 
reasonably claimed that the precious 
stone in question is the only one con- 
tributed by the British islands, a 
thought calculated to gratify our na- 
tional pride, for Scotland might be 
worse represented than bya pear] in 
the national regalia. 

A story is told of an Aberdeenshire 
farmer who found a very large and 
perfect pearl in the shell of a mussel 
taken from the Ythan. Happening to 
visit London some time afterward, he 
displayed his treasure to a west end 
jeweler, who, struck with the size and 
beauty of the gem, asked the price. The 
farmer demanded what possibly he re- 
garded as a big price—viz, £100. Now, 
this was in the days when Scotland had 
her own coinage, and a pound (Scots) 
was equivalent to 1s. 6d., so that the 
£100 he asked would only have repre- 
sented £8 6s. 8d. English money. 

His surprise and delight may be im- 
agined, therefore, when he received 
for his pearl £100. It is doubtful, 
however, whether the English jeweler 
would have shared these feelings had he 
known the exact meaning of the ‘‘hun- 
ner pun,’’ demanded by the owner of, 
the pearl. However, he had no occasion’ 
to complain, for he is said to have sold 
the gem subsequently ata large profit. 
—Scottish American. 


A Pauper Who Owned Johannesburg. 

Few people are aware of the fact that 
the site of Johannesburg and a large 
tract of the surrounding land were once 
bought for £350. But such was the case, 
and the purchaser now lies a confirmed 
invalid in the workhouse infirmary at 
Guildford. The old man seems to have 
had a most remarkable career, having 
been in the service of the old East India 
company, fought in the Crimea, being 
seriously wounded at the siege of Sevas- 
topol, and afterward passed through the 
Indian mutiny. He then went to South 
Africa, where he fought against the 
Zulus and the Boers. Before the Trans- 
vaal was made over to the Boers he pur- 
chused for £350 some 15,000 acres of 
land near the source of the Crocodile, 
better-known as the Limpopo, where he 
made up his mind ultimately to settle. 
But war broke out, and he took up arms 
against the Boers and formed one of the 
party which held Pretoria. In 1880, 
when the republic was declared, he re- 
fused to accept service under President 
Kroger, the result being that his land, 
now estimated to be worth many mil- 
lions sterling, was forfeited. —West- 
minster Gazette. 


Appreciation. 

An anecdote, illustrating the urbanity 
of Dr. Max Nordau’s character, as well 
as his keen sense of humor, is told in 
connection with a story of I.. Zangwill 

Dr. Nordau had never met Zangwill, 
but was a great admirer of ‘‘The Chil- 
dren of the Ghetto’’ and its author’s lit- 
erary causeries.

An Englishman who has seen Venice 
but to be disillusionized writes of his 
impressions to The Westminster Budget 
as follows: ‘‘Here is a description of 
what these canals are, taken from my 
diary, and it is literally truthful, which 
the poets and the painters never are. 
On either side staggers a crowd of de- 
cayed buildings; from the roof down- 
ward they are a mass of squalid ruin; 
broken balconies cling to the stained 
and discolored walls, great scabs of 
plaster have fallen from their fronts as 
if a leprusy had eaten into them; fora 
foot above the water the walls are black 
with slime, the broken windows are 
stuffed with rags or paper, the shattered 
steps lead up to doors that swing by one 
hinge; tle steps themselves are slippery 
with a greasy scom; to the edge of the 
lower stair there is a fringe of foul 
green weed—it swings slowly in tho 
crawling water; the iron grilles, once 
so beautiful, are eaten by bitter salt rust, 
the shutters hang at all angles, flapping 
and creaking in the wind; in the crazy 
balcanies there is a lumber of broken 
flowerpots with dead flowers in them, 
and through all these reeking alleys the 
greenish gray water slowly pulses and 
oozes, covered with straw, eggshells, 
cabbage stalks and nameless refuse. Over 
all this brood a hundred filthy and ob- 
scene smells, each canal contributing a 
particularly putrid stench of its own. 
No longer does Venice sit in state; hour 
by hour and stone by stone she is sink- 
ing into her dishonored grave.

A meeting of our celebration “commit- 
tee which originated at the last town 
meeting was called for 8  o’clock 
in the vestry of the North Church. 
Of the fifteen members Messrs. C. F. 
Jobnson, M. T. Stevens, Miss Sarah Kit- 
tredge, Rev. Charles Noyes, D. A. Caile- 
ton, Calvin Rea, A. A. Currier, P. P. 
Daw, W. H. Hayes, J. Peters Clark were 
present, as were also Prof. Bancroft, 
chairman, and John N. Cole, secretary, 
of the Andover committee. A. A. Cur- 


chairman, Rev. Charles Noyes, secretary. 
The chairman asked for any sugges- 
tion in regard to what part Andover 
would like to have North 
take in the celebration. 
Principal Bancroft in reply stated in 


Andover 


substa that_,the Town of Andover 
was very frous that North Andover 
should do something agreeable to them- 
selves and work up something in a line 
with Andover. What they could do as citi- 
zens was one thing, what could be done 
as a town was another. North Andover 
should certainly have a very distinctive 
part. He gave a biief outline of the 
plans arianged by the Andover commit- 
tee. Upon withdrawal he particularly 
emphasized the fact that something 
should be done and he earnestly urged 
the commemoration in some fitting way 
of the civic successes and the historic 
name of our town. If there were any 
features which they could transfer to 
this part of the town Andover would be 
pleased todo so. Our people would -be 
assured of a warm and coidial Andover 
welcome. 

Mr. Cole said in part that he desired to 
emphasize the fact of the deep interest 
felt in Andover that our town should 
have a part in the features of the occa- 
sion. He spoke of having written to 
private individuals in this town soon after 
Andover had appointed the committee of 
fifteen to consider the matter, and after- 
ward to the Selectmen, but no reply to 
the communications had ever been re- 
ceived other than by the press. He thought 
North Andover might aid in the loan ex- 
hibit to be held in Punchard Hall, a place 
of joint interest to both towns. 

Rev. Mr. Noyes was rather disappointed 
at the way things had turned out and had 
hoped that when the celebration was first 
thought of it would be a joint celebra- 
tion, arranged for by a joint committee. 
It was tather difficult now after every- 
thing had been arianged, and perhaps 
that was the reason fur the lack of en 
thusiasm. He did not believe in driving 
alone but should prefer to drive a span 
There was every reason for doing things 
jointly. 

In reply toa question from Mr. Noyes 
regarding what the Selectmen had done 
in regard to the matter, Mr. Currier stated 
in substance that at the annual meeting 
last year the question was referred to the 
Selectmen to call a special town meeting 
in regard to observing the event if they 
deemed it necessary. He said that after 
a conference with certain men, including 
the chairman, Mr. Stevens, that it was 
advised to postpone the matter until the 
next (the recent) town meeting, as there 
would he time enough to consider it. 

After considerable discussion and in- 
formal talk, at the suggestion of Mr. 
Stevens it was ‘Resolved, That while we 
recommend to the citizens of North An- 
dover to co-operate with the citizens of 
Andover in the celebration of the 250th 
anniversary of the incorporation of the 
town of Andover, we do not think it ex- 
pedient for the town of North Andover, 
in its corporate capacity, to make any 
public celebration of the first incorpora- 
tion of our town.” 


On the day of the funeral of Gov. 
Greenhalge appropriate exercises were 
held in the schools and the Merrimack 
school and. Congregational, Church bells 
were tolled. Flags were at half mast 
throughout the town as marks of respect 
to the memory of the deceased Governor.
